AMES by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, &c. 


whereas Wee haue been inkoꝛmed bythe complaint of diuers of Dur pooze Subiects, the ancient Makers 
of Tobacco-Pipes within this Our Kealme, That fox want of power and pꝛiuilledge to retaine their Ap⸗ 
pꝛentiſes and Seruants during ther Appzentiſhip (who commonlydepart from them befoze they haue ſer⸗ 
ued their tearmes , oꝛ attained to the knowledge of their Art) they are much pꝛeiudiced both in their 
Trades and meanes of liuing, bytheir exceſuue making and vttcring of ul ware, And Sur Subiccts 
who have vle ofthat Manukacture, are there by greatly abuſed and deceined { And not only ſo but to their 
rr Maſters farther impoueriſhment , theſe looſe and idle perſons doe inſtruct and teach others of as bad qua⸗ 

— itte as themlelucs, to make and tell like ill a deceitful ndare.,Belides,foz that the ſaid Art of making Tobac⸗ 
to Pipes is calilyicarued, ſundꝛy of our Subiects trained vp in other Trades moꝛe vlefuli foꝛ the Realme, doe fozſake the ſame 
and take vpthis of mabing Tobacco. Pipes: And others who haue other good Trades to liue vpon, intrude themſelues into this 
allo, and vſe both to the hindcrance and ouerthꝛow of thoſe who anciently pꝛactiled the fame, And whereas fox the better reforming 
of all thoſe diloꝛderg to cut off the ſuperfluous ſtraglers and late intruders,to reduce them toacompetentnumber, andtoſcttle good 
gouernment amongſt them this Trade being a new Trade, neuer yet ozdered by auy Lam oz Policie, and which concerneth 
not any Lommodittc of uccefſitic koꝛ our Lommon-weale, but a ſuperfluous pleaſure,neceſſarte to be regulated by Sur Royall power 
t authoꝛitie Me hau there tote thought fit by Letters Patents vnder Sur Great Scale to Incoꝛpoꝛate a certaine number of choice 
and ſelected perſons w ane either ferued as Appꝛentiſes oz haue otherwiſe practiſed that Art by the ſpace ofſcuen yeers.to whom 
and whoſe Struants 4 577 71251558, and ſuch others as ſball be by them admitted into that Societie foꝛ their ſkill and honeft conuer⸗

charge and command, Thar us perlon oz perſons whatſocucr, other then ſuch as are members of the ſald Socictie ok To⸗ 
bacco⸗pipe makers ot .. . 02 which haue by tie ſpace of ſcuen yeares at the lcaſt beene bound to (oꝛ ex. rciſed that 
Art, oꝛ ſuch others as <2! be choſen into the Soc etie by the ſaid Societie, ſþail not pꝛeſume (from the date of th. . pꝛe⸗

on the offender zin eins bind tor t eit contempt oꝛ neglect of Our Yoyall Will and Lommandement,Indfurthcr.fo2 the better diſco⸗ 
uering aud ſuhhꝛelling of alt fecret aud vader hand making oꝛ vttering of the ſaid Manukacture by luch as are not members of this 
Sotiectie oꝛ other we enabled as akorefatd, Wee doe require, charge, and ſtraightly command au Our toning Subiccts el pecially 
luch Hetaylers as ſhall buy Cobacco⸗pipes to ſell againe) that they, noꝛ any ot them directly, noꝛ indirect iy. ſhall buy, acquire, get oꝛ 
obtamc any Tobacco pipes whatſocucrof oꝛ from the hands of any perſon oz perſons, not being knowne members of the ſaid 
Soctetie, Andie that end it 15 pꝛouided that all Tobacco⸗pipes made by the ſaid Company, ſhali be bꝛought tothe Common Hall 
el the lud Sort ie there to be pꝛoued whether the ſame be good and marchantable ware, betoꝛe they ſhall be vttered oꝛ put to ſale; 
(Where they ma be bonght ok all Our loning Subiects Upon paine of vndergoing of Our diſpleaſure, and ſuch paines and penaltics 
as ſhaltoꝛ maycuſus thereupon for ſuch contempt againſt Our will and Our pꝛerogatine Ropall. And foꝛ the kuli effectuating of 
Our pie aſurc hecrein, Thele are to command and ſtraightiy charge. That all the laid Tobacco pipe Makers afozeſaid ſhall fozth- 
with take knowledge of our Charter by theſe pꝛelents and by reloꝛting to the ſaid Doctetie in London, where they ſhall receine ſuch 
Owners and Ozwbinanecs as ſhail be conſtituted and made by the Maſter, wardens. and Afſiſtances of the laid Societie for the be 
neh of the cath Societie. And laſfly, mc will and do heereby require all Maioꝛs, Sherifes, Juſtices of Peace, Bailiftes Conſta 
les, and atl ther Oſticers 249 Min ſters whatloeuer. That they and cuery ok them in their ſcucrall Offices and Places be from
